Disposition of Claims 
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A restriction is imposed, as set forth below. However, claims 5-7 are not grouped at this 
time, since it is not possible to assess with certainty what is intended. One interpretation 
is that each of these claims is drawn to a three-component mixture. However, there are 
other interpretations. The primary questions are, what is the minjimum number of 
components that can be present in each mixture, and what are the limitations on those 
components? A revised restriction will be issued if both of the following conditions are 
met: (a) applicants amend claims 5-7 to make it very clear what is being claimed, and (b) 
applicants request that a new restriction be issued. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. §121: 

I. Claim 2, drawn to compounds that bind to tubulin. 

II. Claim 3, drawn to tubulin ligands with a Gl/S phase arrest mechanism. 

III. Claim 4, drawn to tubulin ligands taht cause a rapid and biphasic phosporylation. 

Claim 1 is not grouped; it will be joined with the elected group. 
The claimed inventions are distinct. 

Each of claims 2, 3 and 4 is drawn to a distinct genus of compounds; different searches 
would be required for each. 

Applicant is advised that for the response to this requirement to be complete, an election of the 
indicated, even if the requirement is traversed (37 C.F.R. 1 .143).
